tion held Monday, June 14. 

McCraight, who garnered a 
total of 502 votes, defeated oppo- 
nents Edward Thomas (194) and 
Tony Heimberger (68) forthe seat. 

Although only 771 votes were 
cast, City Elections Clerk Rendell 
Wooden said that the dismal turn- 
out was not the worst in recent 
Romulus history, citing the Board 
election of four years ago, when 
331 voters Came out to cast their 
ballot for incumbent Howard Kes- 
ner, who was running unopposed. 

McCraight, who will attend his 
first meeting July 12, has already 
begun preparing for the issues 
that he deems most important: 

* negotiating ateacher contract; 

* investigating possible replace- 
ments for Dr. William M. Bedell, 
the district's superintendent, 
who will probably retire no later 
than June 30, 2000; and

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Not one to dwell on mistakes, Lowe 
quickly skipped over the dropped baton 
that cost the Eagles a win in the 4x100- 
meter relay, and focused, instead, on 
the meet's many positive aspects, which 
included: 

« senior Carleton McCauley'’s first- 
place finish in the 110-meter high 
hurdles event, with a time of 14.83 
seconds; 

* junior Ashley Terry's 49.76-second 
victory in the 400-meter dash; 

* awinning performance inthe 4x200- 
meter relay event — with a time of 
1:30.97 —by the teamof Terry, Derrik 
Radford, Fred Russell, and Michael 
Woods; and 

* senior Fred Russell's second-place 
finish in the 100-meter dash. 

"Some of the races were especially 
exciting because they were so close," 
Lowe explained. "In the 100-meter, for 
instance, Russell was only .02 seconds 
behind Antwan Henderson [of Stevens- 
ville's Lakeshore High School]. Terry's 
race was extremely close, too, with only« 
.2 seconds separating first and third 
place." 

According to Lowe, both McCauley 
and Russell received a number of invi- 
tations to higher-level competitions, but 
both declined to attend them because 
they conflicted with their June 9-12 
pronVcommencement weekend. These 
competitions included the Footlocker
